Former UCLA basketball 
coach John Wooden outlined 
his “Pyramid of Success” for a 
small SAC audience last Friday, 
defining success as “peace of 
mind obtained through self- 
Satisfaction by doing the best 
you can to be the best you are 
¢apable of.” 

The “Wizard of Westwood,” 
as Wooden has been dubbed, 
discussed success in life and in 
business as well as in sports. A 
small crowd of about 75, 
possibly held down by the $3 
admission charge for the 
Community Services-sponsored 
event, listened intently while 
Wooden diagrammed his 
pyramid. a 

“The cornerstones of the 
pyramid. are enthusiasm and 
industry. There is no substitute 
for either,” Wooden explained. 

The other three blocks on the 
bottom of the pyramid are 
loyalty, cooperation and 
friendship, according to the 
retired coach. 


“You must show loyalty to. 


bring out your strengths,” 
Wooden continued. “You must 
cooperate with others to have 
them cooperate with you, and 
you must have friendship to get 
the most out of what you have. 
And friendship is something you 
have to work at.” 

Included on Wooden's second 
tier of important attributes are 
self-control, alertness, initiative 
and intentness. Then condition- 
ing, skills and team spirit are to 
be found on the third level of the 
pyramid. These, said Wooden, 
have the most to do with 
athletics. 

“There is no substitute for 
skills no matter what you do,” 
the bespectacled ex-coach 
pointed out. “You must be able 
to act quickly and properly with 
the skills of your profession.” 

The fourth level is composed 
of poise and confidence. 

At the apex of the triangle is 
success. “it's all held together 
by the faith that things will-turn 
out as they should and patience 
because good things take time, ”’ 


concluded Wooden. This 
includes the willingness to 
accept a challenge and the 
desire to set very high goals of 
achievement. 


The former coach, who led 
UCLA’ to numerous NCAA 
basketball titles, said ne has 
been developing this structured 
philosophy since he was a 
player and high school coach 
‘back in the 1930s. He now gives 
120 to 150 such talks per year, 
sometimes commanding as 
much as $17,000 from targe 
audiences who want to know his 
secrets of success. 


The speech Wooden gave was 
interesting and sprinkled with 
examples from incidents 
involving many of UCLA's 
former basketball greats. 


“We would all be just like 
Jesus if we could adhere to the 
principles that he described as 
being necessary. to attain 
sucess,” said one admiring 
SAC student who was in 
attendance.

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Depression: a possibility on horizon 
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SAC economic professors shed light on variables

With a depression being an 
ever-present possibility, the 
scales of reasonable prices, fair 
wages and high employment 
must remain balanced as the 
economy is stimulated, or the 
collapse of our financial system 
is inevitable. 

Satisfaction of these 
conditions appear to be 
elementary, but our socio- 
politico-economic systems have 
evolved in such a way that the 
controllers (elected officials) 
who have the power to begin a 
salutionary system don't, in fear 
of losing support of the 
electorate. 

_ In definition, a recession is “a 

decline in an economy for two 
quarters.” A depression is 
usually defined as “a very deep 
recession, with the rectifications 
often being difficult to 
implement.” 

“The first possibility of a 
recession will be after the first of 
March in ‘79, said A.D. 
Hohneker, SAC economics 
professor, when asked to assess 
the financial future of the 
nation. 

Since the Employment Acts of 
‘76 and ‘78 it has been the 
function of the government to 
react and try to keep inflation 
from rising above the income of 
the increasing income. of the 
people. But in the month of 
October the cost of living had 
doubled since 1967 while the 
American workers take-home 
pay declined 3.6% during the 
previous four quarters. 

In the months to come, the 
U.S. Government may try to 
counter inflation by curtailment 
of federal expenditures or by 
lowering of taxes or by a 
combination of both. 

But reduction of the 
government's budget alone 
would result in unemployment, 
because much federal revenue 
is involved with creation and 
sustainment of jobs. Whereas 
the reduction of taxes without a 
cutback budget could lead to an 
increased government budget 
deficit, a raising of interest rates 
(to create governmental 
revenue) and inflation. 

But a combined moderation of 
the two seems to stimulate 
private industries and citizens to 
produce and demand more 


goods and services. And though 
the reaction would probably be 
delayed, it would possibly 
increase productivity, incomes 
and employment, experts feel. 
The effect of a severe cut in 
taxes can be brought into 
perspective by the recent Jarvis- 
Gann initiative. “We won't be 
able to tell the complete result of 
‘13’ for a couple of years. But it is 
predicted many city and county 
employees will lose their jobs,” 
said George Biglow, another 
SAC economics instructor. 
_Another problem with today’s 
economy is the lack of 
Americans controlling Ameri- 
can dollars. “One fundamental 
problem is that we import more 
than we export,” said Hohneker. 
The prime illustration of this 
situation is the U.S. oil policy. 
“As of 1971 we were next 
exporters of oil,” explained 
Biglow, who continued, ‘‘but in 
‘73 we were 30% oil importers 
and today we buy 40% of our oil 
supply from OPEC (Organization 


of Petroleum Exporting 


Countries).” 

In essence, if countries other 
than the U.S. possess our 
dollars, they can cash in on 
American goods and services. 

One reason for the devalua- 
tion of the dollar is due to foreign 
countries not spending their 
U.S. dollars, because our 
products are not as high a 
quality as those in other 
countries or because foreign 
governments may levy severe 
tariffs on our goods. f 

“The game of inflation is the 
same whether internal or 
international. Internal inflation, 
we do to ourselves, but in inter- 
national inflation the cast of 
characters includes the 


- foreigners and their govern- 


ments ‘too,’ explained 
Hohneker. 

The Federal Reserve System 
also has an impact on our 
economy. ‘It is almost solely 
responsible for interest rates 
and loans. In inflationary times 
they raise rates and reserve 
requirements in order to keep 
their reserve solvent, and if the 
demand remains the same or 
increases, so will the interest 
rates. 

Eventually borrowers will 
begin to drop out of the market, 
in turn reducing their output, 
and unemployment increases.

Which means the Federal 
Reserve must perform its 
function, ‘very carefully,” said 
Hohneker. 


The factors previously 
considered are for the most part 
oversimplified in comparison to 
the real world and are not all 
which cause or prevent an 
economic decline. And the 
success of governmental 
implementations can only occur 
when the people understand the 
factors involved. Even then 
resolving economic problems 
may still prove to be a 
momentous task because, 
“people will listen to what they 
want to hear,” Said Biglow. 


One, and probably the most 
significant concept is, the only 
way “to get more” is to produce 
more. Raising prices and wages 
or creating non-productive jobs 
has not been nor ever will be the 
solution, experts agree. 


The Purchasing Power of the Dollar 
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SAC Nigerian students 
await lonely Christmas

Christimas for 11 SAC 
students will be spent a half-a- 
world apart from family and 
home. These students are 
among 850 Nigerians now 
studying in the U.S. 

This $9.2 million technical 
training. program is the largest 
the U.S. has ever undertaken 
with an African nation. Nigeria's 
large oil earni in the past 10 
years is paying for this economic 
development plan. 

The Nigerian’s counselor at 
SAC, Jim Shepard, feels, “This 
program will build U.S. relations 
with Nigeria and help get back 
some of the U.S. oil dollars.” 
Furthermore, he said, “It gives 
Nigerian people a chance to see 
Americans as they really are. 
Most see American TV shows, 
SO imagine us as cowboys or 
gangsters. If they view Soviet 
broadcasting, we (Americans) 
are described as rich and 
imperialistic and don’t care for 
anyone--just our bank account.” 


After visiting SAC, a 
representative of the U.S. 
Agency for International 
Development sent the 11 to 
study in our Hospital Pharmacy 
program. 

Shepard explains, “The

Nigerian government needs 
U.S. expertise and technical skill 
to obtain its goal of self- 
sufficiency.” 

These students, who arrived 
two to three weeks late in the 
semester, are housed at nearby 
Chapman College's dormitories. 
Since, that time they have been 
trying to adjust to our culture. 

To help them do this, SAC 
offers a special guidance class 
for international students. 
According to Shepard, “This 
class is devoted to informing 
them of our culture. It's a system 
they don’t understand, so we 
teach about transportation, 
consumer affairs and even 
shopping in the supermarket.” 

But for Nigerian student Okey 
Umolu, “It will be a lonely 
Christmas since | haven't made 
so many friends in the three 
months. | also find it difficult to 
move about. The bus system 
here is not adequate; | need to 
have a car.” However, he adds, 
“The people here are very 
friendly.” 


Alfolabi Sonubi found “the 
food here very hard to get used 
to. We eat mostly ‘gari’ which is 
a type of yam.” But Sonubi con- 
tinued with a big smile, “My 
favorite now is ‘hamburger and 


ae

fries!’ ” He also feels the 
holidays will be boring. 


Sonubi believes, ‘the people 
here are very very friendly. 
There’s one thing | can’t get 
used to in your culture, that is 
calling your father by his first 
name. In Nigeria anyone older 
cannot be called by first name.” 

“| had to force myself to eat 
when | first arrived,” admitted 
Amos Olalere. ‘But as time goes 
on | like ‘hamburger and fries.’ ” 
He is more optimistic about the 
vacation saying, ‘We have 
many here from our own 
country, so it won't be so bad.” 

Ramonu Jimon put it this way, 
“It's too cold and t always have 
to wait for the bus. | didn't like 
the food and it was the first time 
| had eaten bread or tea.” Tops 
on his food list are “chicken, a 
fish sandwich and ‘fries.’ 

It seems that the All- 
American “hamburger and 
fries” made the greatest 
impression. However, all the 

students agreed Ameri- 
cans are very hospitable. 

As far as cultural adaptation, 
they are learning quickly. Mike 
Adeleke proved this so very well. 
When asked what his 
impressions were of America he 
simply replied, “I have no 
comment yet.’

“This is kind of a historical step for the district,” commented 
Vernon Armstrong, administrative dean of planning and 
development at SAC. “it's like a capstone which will round out the 
campus: and, very likely, make SAC one of the finest community 
colleges in the state.”

In fact; a report doné recently ` 


by an ABC reporter concluded 
that we are all potential recruits 
when we are sad or depressed. 
By joining a cult, the report said, 
we are giving meaning to our 
lives, we have Purpose and 
someone to follow. 


Often times, however, that 
leader, as in the case of Jim 
Jones, turns paranoid and 
fearful of outsiders, Spreading 
that fear and paranoia to his 
followers. “It is at that Stage that 
violent trends begin to arise,” 
the report concluded.

Instant term papers 
fail to make the grade

Term papers have become big business for ° 
companies operating all over the United States. 
Students pay $3, $4, $5 a page and get a finished 
research paper, many times with a cover sheet 


already attached. 


Term paper firms claim that their products are 
free from detection by not sending the same paper 
to the same school twice or by having the students 
let them know what grade they received on the 


paper. 

Some firms offer the safety by offering various 
levels of papers. For example, a D average student 
could buy a C or B paper and have less chance of 
detection than if he bought an A paper. f 

Some teachers are finding ways of getting 
around the bought papers. Santa Ana College 
political science instructor David Hartman gives 
assignments on contemporary 
subjects to discourage plagiarism. For instance,

I'd often thought that the 
saying, “Too many cooks in the 
kitchen spoils the batter,” 
usually held true, especially in 
the theatre. After viewing the 
Moss Hart-George S. Kaufman 
comedy classic, The Man Who 
Came To Dinner, however, | no 
longer adhere to that old axiom. 

It would seem inevitable with 
an all-star cast such as the one 
assembied for this production at 
Long Beach's new Center 
Theatre that you .would have 
constant character clashes and 
battles of one-up-manship 
going on during the play. 
However, director Harris Yulin 
has successfully blended the 
assets of a talent-laden cast into 
a delightful, smooth-flowing, at 
times hilarious play that anyone 
with a funny bone or a nostalgic 
streak in them should make an 
effort to see. 

The Norman Twain produced 
play unfolds, or more 
appropriately rips open in the 
bustling Stanley home where 
famed author, critic and 
personality Sheridan Whiteside 
is about to come out from his 
temporary room for the first time

Stanley's doorstep. |

seemingly shouting insults til 
the room is cleared of people, 
but he never raises his voice. 

Whiteside, an irascible, 
outspoken, yet lovable 
character, is played by James 
Whitmore with the same dry 
humor that made his one-man 
show, Will Rogers so 
believable. 

This sets the pace for the play 
as Whiteside becomes the focal 
point for several sub plots that 
make up the chaotic madness 
that is the Man Who Came To 
Dinner. 

Cameo appearances played 
beautifully by Robert Emhardt as 
Dr. Bradley, Nan Martin as 
Nurse Preen and Frances Bay as 
Harriet Stanley provide the 
unpredictable flavor in each 
scene that keeps the audience 
near. the edge of its seat, 
awaiting another uproarious 
entrance by one of these 
characters. 

Nurse Preen possibly received 
as many laughs as any 
character, she was only on 
stage for a few moments each of 
the several times she came on. 
As a withdrawn nurse she takes 
all the worst of the vocal abuse 
dished-out by Whiteside with 
such facial contortions that you 
feel sorry for the poor woman 
while your sides are splitting 
with laughter. 

Her final scene in which she 
finally gets up the courage to 
quit not only Whiteside's 
service, but the “nursing 


profession is so comical that a 
gentleman in an ill-fitting 
leisure suit sitting directly 
across from me lost his seat as 
he buckled forward with a fit of 
laughter. 

Bill Macy, better known to 
many as Maude’s husband on 
the television series of the same 
name, plays the role of Banjo 
with such energy and vitality 
that you are afraid he is going to 
run right off the stage. 

The only weak acting job in 
the production was surprisingly 
by Jessica Walter as Maggie 
Cutler, who is supposedly 
everyone's sweetheart. 
However, when she loses her 
man she generated no sympathy 
from the audience, no character 
identification at all. Possibly just 
an off-night for the veteran 
actress. 

The play runs through Jan. 
14, with the exception of 
Mondays. Prices range from $7 
for the cheap seats .at the 
matinees to $11 for the good 
seats on weekend nights. There 
are no bad seats, however, in 
the intimate Center Theatre, 
located in the Long Beach 
Convention and Entertainment 
Center. 

Although it is rather 
insignificant to the plot, the play 
takes place. over Christmas, 
which .make. it the - perfect 
holiday entertainment over 
vacation.

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Christmas carols 
for all year round

When most people think of music at Christmastime, they think of 
the traditional carols that we've all loved singing and listening to 
since childhood. 

Certainly songs like “Silent Night,” “O Come All Ye Faithful” and 
“Joy To The World” are beautiful examples of man’s faith inGod and 
worship of Christ, but most of us never stop and think whatan effect 


° the Lord's birth has had on music. 


Almost all the great composers have been very religious men who 
have drawn their greatest powers of creativity from religious- 
inspired themes. 


All types of music (with the possible exception of rock ‘n’ roll) have 
benefited and even drawn their roots from the Christian religion. 

Classical music has given us symphonies, concertos, oratorios, 
operas, requiem masses and various other pieces of vocal and 
instrumental music that are based on religion. 

What other than divine inspiration could have enabled Handel's 
“Messiah,” Beethoven's “Choral” Symphony, Mozart’s “Don 
Giovanni” and his other opera's, almost everything Bach ever wrote 
and Verdi's movingly beautiful “Requiem Mass.” 

With religion being the center of almost every family’s life, it was 
with little wonder the 16-19 centuries produced music that is still 
listened to and loved as much today as it ever was and it no doubt 
will far outlast contemporary music which draws its themes from 
less inspirational subjects. 


Country music performers have kept religion in today’s popular 
music more than anyone else. Despite the diversity in background 
and differences in beliefs, one thing almost all performers in this 
type of music have in common is their deep commitment in God and 
their many years of early church going. - 

Jazz, Blues and Gospel music also draw heavily from the Bible. 
The beginnings of all three are found in the choirs of Black churches 
throughout the country, but especially in the South. 

Where would music be without the inspiration of God? It is hard to 
imagine having much music that could continue to. be popular for so 
many years without the birth of Christ nearly 2,000 years ago. 


Of course music isn't the only thing that has been helped along by 
the inspiration of Christ. Art has more than taken its share from 
religious subjects. if you think about it, you might have a hard time 
thinking of a major work of art, whether it be painting or sculpture, 
that doesn't have some connection with religion. 

When you listen to music this Christmas, remember that the birth 
of our Lord inspired so much more than just carols. Music 
celebrating Christ can be heard in all seasons and in many different 


forms, so when the holidays are over the meaning Christmas has for 
you doesn’t have to end. 


Believe in us...

Six years ago he was working 
at a piano bar in L.A., now he'sa 
Superstar in the record business 
and a headline act who's played 
in the Fabutous Forum. 


The man on the rise is Billy 
Joel, a 29-year-old singer, 
songwriter and pianist from 
Hicksville, N.Y. He is currently 
enjoying. enormous success 
with his latest album 52nd 
Street, having occupied the 
number one spot on the charts 
for several weeks. 


But it really hasn't been all 
that easy and glamorous. The 
tough ex-boxer really had to 
Struggle to make ends meet. 


“No man, there have been 
times when | thought of giving 
the music up, especially after 
working in small, dark and noisy 
joints and seeing the same old 
faces night after night, just 
making a few bucks that was 
barely keeping me alive,” said 
Billy in a recent el DON 
interview. 


After five successful albums, 
Billy is now in a position where 
he doesn't have to worry about 
money. He is a top name in the 
music business and plays to 
capacity audiences all over the 
world. 


Heavy metal pretenders beware, 
Heart gig rocks out the Forum 


Heart, arguably one of rock's 
classiest and most stylish 
groups, gave a lesson a week 
ago last Wednesday in the 
dynamics of sound, lighting and, 
of utmost importance, instru- 
mental panache that may be far 
too subtle and accomplished for 
other. groups to follow. 

The show-began with bassist 
Steve Fossen's thunderously 
Stuttered‘conga pounding amid 
@ momentary fragile sheet of 
orange flame out óf which high- 
Stepped lead guitarist Roger 
Fisher playing choppy middie 
register power chords, two 
seconds whereafter 6ut walked 
the sextet’s remaining 
members, vocalist Ann Wilson, 
Quitarist/keyboardist Howard 
Leese, acoustic guitarist Nancy 
Wilson and drummer Mike 
Desrosier, as they burned 
through “Cook With Fire”, 
drawn from their Dog and 
Butterfly album. 


Surely, an auspicious start: 
and | wondered if they could 
maintain that excitement level. 
“High Time” and “Heartless” 
followed, two punchy, though 
unexceptional. rockers given life 
by Ann's strong, almost bitchy 
singing. Then “Straight On”, a 
‘vacuous,, -albeit tuneful, piece 
came after, making one think 
that perhaps they weren't going 
to be as killer -as they were at 


` Cattle Jam 2. 


Maybe Heart was utilizing an 
aural rope-a-dope technique;

‘songs, travel and to perform in 
front of an audience and that's 
what it is all about.” 


ls it really like that? People 
often think that the life of a rock 
star is glamorous and exciting 
and everything else that goes 
with fame; lots of money, big 
cars, beautiful women, a house 
in Beverly Hills, people waiting 
on you hand and foot, etc. Billy 
agrees to a certain point: “Yes, 
some of it’s correct, but there is 
another often forgotten side of 
the story too.” 


What Billy meant can't be 
better put than in his song and 
smash hit. “The Entertainer.” 

Today I| am your champion, 

| may have won your hearts, 

But | know the game, 

You'll forget my name, 

And | won't be here 

in another year, 
if | don’t stay in the charts. 


The competition is very tough. 
There are a lot of talented people 
all over the world, literally 
fighting to reach the very top and 
Stay there. But there's a long 
way to go before you even get 
sight of that goal. 


But in order to make a record 
you must hire a producer, 
engineer and musicians. The 
recording process is often long 
and puts a lot of pressure on the 
people involved. Especially on 
the songwriter. 


Ann is Heart's main lyricist, 
and even when she and the rest 
delve into harder material, her 
words tend toward poéetry. 
“Mystral Wind" is definitely her 
most lyrically mature work to 


, date, as she finally let her 


emotions hang out. 


The stage went dark except for 
a small spot of grey enveloping 
Nancy, possessor of one of the 
top five or six right hands in rock, 
who plucked out a gloomy, 
dissonant intro over which her 
sister sang wispily until the rest 
of the band joined in, a cue for 
Ann to cut loose. Repeating 
“mystral, mystral mystral wind/ 
| have always held the wheel/ 
but | let that wind steal my 
power,” her voice reminded of a 
chill „gale whitling through 
wavering trees, such was the 
stormy intensity of her phrasing. 


From there on in Heart had 
their audience eating out of their 


; hands, earning applause so 


enthusiastic as to drown out the 
first couple of bars of “Magic 
Man.” 


For “Silver Wheels/Crazy on 
You” Nancy was spotlighted 
alone stage left, picking out an 
introduction to the latter song, 
then produced a clever 
transition into-a solo based on 
“Hijinx.” Slipping through the 
back door via a descending bar 
chord scene ‘into the final notes 
of the “Crazy on You" intro, she 
crouched, then sprung up in a 
half-kick, and, tinted by another 
delicate sheet of flame 
emanating from the drum 
platform, he compatriots 
reappeared, hailing hot_ riffs

Billy writes songs that deal 
with the real world, the 
uncertainty of the middie 
classes, the problems of 
divorced couples, the accept- 
ance and increasing use and 
abuse of drugs, but he is also the 
master of writing beautiful love 
songs. 


”I quite like to write songs 
about the sharp aspects of lifte,” 
says Billy, explaining this with 
his somewhat rough back- 
ground in New York. “Vd like my 
songs to excite, shock and hit

the nerve, and I was lucky to find 
a company .with that attitude. 
Once you have impressed the 
record company and have gota 
contract, the big wheel starts to 
spin.” 


“When you write a song, you 
know how you would like it to 
sound,” states Billy. “In the 
studio, you have that chance, 
but it sure is costly. A three-hour 
session costs hundreds of 
dollars! You better work fast...” 


Except for some minor mix 
problems during “Kick It Out,” 
the set ended in an ecstatic tone 
comparable to World War Ill. 

So line-up Boston, Foreigner, 
Moody Blues and all you other 
dinosaurs, and take Heart's 
course in how to construct a 
Stage presentation. 

Incidentally, Player opened 
the bill with a hideously 
nondescript set. 


Iggy Pop reforms S tooges, 


When a record is done, the 
publicity department of the 
record company gets to work. 
It’s their job to make sure that 
the record gets airplay and that 
the artist in question gets 
publicity. 


Jim Morevo and Dennis 
Killeen are responsible for the 
publicity at Joel’s record 
company, CBS Records. 


“It’s our job o set up 
interviews for newspaper, 
magazines and radio stations. 
These people call us for 
interviews and we try to work 
out meetings between the 
journalist and the artist,” 
commented Morevo. _ 


“When a newspaper calls us, 
we get in contact with the 
manager, who knows: the 
schedule of their client,” Killeen 
explained. ; 


In Billy.Joel's case, he used to 
hold his ‘meetings with the 
media in his office, if possible. 
Elizabeth, whom Billy met eight 
years ago when she’ was 
working as a waitress at one of 
the bars where he used to play, 
iS NOW not only his wife, but also 
his manager. 
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The struggle pays off for Billy Joel 


“One day ! was complaining 
about not having anybody who 
could take care of the legal 
matters of this job and all of a 


sudden Elizabeth came up to me 


and said: “VIl do it!” 


It’s not only songwriting and 
recording that is the life of a 
performer. He has to take his act 
to the people that buy his 
records. 


“Writing songs and recording 
them can be hard, but the real 
challenge is to stand on the 
Stage in front of maybe 20,000 
fans,” says Joel. “In the studio 
you can do things over and over 
again, with perfection. On stage 
it’s an instant thing, the songs 
must happen right: away and 
they must sound as good as on 
the records.” 


“| feel privileged,” Billy 
exclaims. “‘! write songs that 
somehow seem to reach people. 

“Music is not a job to me - it’s 
my life.”

“We are improving each game and making the 
progress we need to make,” said Don basketball 
coach Rolland Todd, following the team’s third 
place finish in the Mt. San Jacinto Tournament 


. last weekend. 


“Towin, we must play up to our tempo, and play 
up to our speed, which is fast. Most teams in our 
league won't be able to keep up with us,” added 
Todd. 

The Dons opened up the tournament by 
defeating Cerro Coso, 80-74. Edgar Wickliffe 
paced SAC with 20 points. Santa Ana lost to 
eventual champion Compton in the semi-finals, 
103-96. Wickliffe tallied 29 and Mike Maxam 
added 24. 

The Dons took third place by blitzing San 
Jacinto, 120-93. Wickliffe paced the Santa Ana 
attack with points. Maxam scored 17 and pulled 
down 14 rebounds. Both Wickliffe and Maxam 
were named to the all-tournament team. 

Wickliffe is a sophomore from Clark High in Las 
Vegas. Todd said of him, “He handles the ball well. 
He's an excellent shooter and the team's best 
defensive player.” One of four Las Vegas recruits, 
Wickiiffe is averaging 21.1 points per game. 

“We're a young team, made up mostly of 
freshmen,” explained Wickliffe. “Once we've 
played together, we'll improve. My goal is to 
contribute what | can to the team.” 

Maxam has also looked impressive. Todd said of 
the 6'6” forward from Canyon High, “He's a 
strong player and an excellent medium distance 
shooter. Potentially, he’s one of the best forwards 
in community college.” 

-'Getting the ball to Maxam takes some of the 
pressure off of me,” added Wickliffe. 

The cagers are currently playing in the Modesto 
Tournament which ends tomorrow.

“Women -athletes gain equal funds, 


modification of program predicted 


Title IX, passed by Congress in 
1972, provides that there shall 
be no sex discrimination in 
educational institutions 
receiving federal aid which 
athletic director Doug Gorrie 
feels has always been true at 
SAC, -while volleyball coach 
Nancy Warren disagrees. 

The original guidelines stated 
that a great change was needed 
in college sports, but lacked 
clarification of what changes. 
The proposed interpretation is to 
spend.as much on a female 
athlete as a male, with football 
being exempt from the figuring, 
due to the high cost of that sport, 
according to the latest rulings 
handed down last week. 

Total equality is not 
practical,” said Gorrie, who 
continued, “but natural division 
is. By that! mean, women and 
men participating in the same 
sport is one thing, but to have 
co-ed teams is another.” 

The answer is to create new 
teams for women, but some 
people don't think that is very 
likely to happen. “I won't believe 
it until | see it,” said Warren who 
explained, ‘‘Therehave been no 
additions here since | was hired 
13 years ago.” 

But the new definition of Title 
IX may force the administration 
to make additions to the 
women’s program. 

“| don't think we will have to 


make any radical . changes- 


because we have always been 
moving in that direction 
anyway,” said Gorrie. , 
However, things look different 
to some people. “I don't have 
any gripes, but it's like I've been

said Warren. “I have never been 
able to get much done.” 

If colleges are forced to add 
women’s sports, SAC will try to 
Supplement existing programs.

But Warren doesn't think that 
would necessarily work. “ht 
takes a special breed to coach, 
someone who really knows the 
sport.

Many of the matches 
were forfeited. Coach Addieman said, “The match should not 
have been played. We have never been in this situation before.”

Addleman mentioned the outstanding 
performances of Chris Roll and Mark Slaughter. Addleman on’ 
Roll, “He has very good potential. He could win it all at Pierce 
College.”

In the middie of an average 
weekday, you can find Jeff 
Keller sitting with friends on the 
grass knoll next to the Snack Bar 
on the SAC campus. As he talks 
with them, he often flashes his 
winning smile, a smile 
indicative of an easy going 
person with a quiet confidence. 
A confidence in himself, and in 
his ability to play football. 

“Football has always come

easy for me,” said the 6-foot-tall 
Keller, and he has the statistics 
to prove it. After being a two- 
year, all-CIF performer at 
Baldwin Park High, he accepted 
a scholarship to Washington 
State; a decision he was later to 
regret. 

“t didn't know what to do at 
Washington. There are a lot of 
politics and prejudices going on 
up there,” reflected Keller, who 
is mulatto. “They had a white kid 
they wanted me to recruit, but 
then when they found out | 
wasn't white, they didn't want 
me to recruit him anymore.” 


Not playing much he became 
disenchanted with the Cougars 
and came home after the 
season, enrolling at SAC this 
year. It was Coach Tim Mills’ 
gain as Keller's hands and 9.7 
speed set the SCC on its ear. He 
caught a school record 54 
passes for 1,009 yards and 
seven touchdowns. 

This type of season drew a lot 


of attention from major schools - 


as Keller was named Don of the 
Year, first team all-league, and 
was named by The Register as 
the county's offensive player of 
the year. 

Now Jeff waits for scholarship 
offers from universities. 
However, since he is only a 
freshman academically since 
skipping the second half of the 
year at Washington State, some 
schools are skeptical of offering 
him a scholarship since he will 
have to redshirt one year. 

"If it wasn’t for that one-year 
thing, | could go anywhere | 
wanted,” commented the 
record-setting receiver. “A lot of 
schools want me, but they are 
afraid because | have to redshirt 
one year. They like my statistics 
and films, but when they find out

Jeff paused for a moment, 
then added, “If they really want 
me, they'll redshirt me. If they 
don't want to, then they just 
want to use’me.” 

Keller isn't looking to go to 
another large school after his 
experience in Pullman, 
Washington, stating, “I don't 
really want to go to another big 
school again, it's too much 
hassle. | want to go some place 
where | can get to know people 
personally and not just be 
known as a football player.”

“One of the main reasons | 
went to Washington State in the 
first place was because of her,” 
he continued. “She was so 
excited about it. She'd tell all her 
friends, ‘Jeff is going to play

. After school, Jeff admits to 
the possibility of continuing in 
football. “When | was at 
Washington. State they said | 
had the ability to go pro. I played 
behind All-American Mike 
Livingston who plays in the pros 
now. | was as good as him, | just 
lacked experience.” 

Now that he’s gained some of 
that experience he has become 
an excellent pass-catcher, and 
an even better catch for 
whichever school he plays for 
next season.
